•l"e  nitv  of  Victoria  and  north  to  Nanaimo.  and  the  folU>w,ng 
season;  V>0<>.  on  the  west  o-ast ,  ehietly  about  L.luelet.    He  was 
assisted  Uoth  vears  bv   Mr.   William   Spreadborough,  who  had 
also  colUvte.1  at  Nootka  in  U»On.    Prof.  Nl^^'^""' ''^''"S  "the^;'';e 
employed  in  mo  and  I'Ml.  Mr.  SpreadV.orough  eontinued  the 
work  .'.f  .ollectinK  in  these  vears,  spending  part  of  the  season 
of   1010  on  Oueen  Charlotte   Islands  and  part   of   I'M!  in  the 
interior  ..f  Vamcuver    Island.      In    UM2    both   the   wnter   and 
Prot     Maeoun   collected  on    Vancouver    Island,  the   forme  r  on 
the  islands  in  the  C.ulf  of  C.c-orgia  and  in  Stratluona  Park-  the 
latter  ehieftv  in  the  vicinitv  of  Sidney.     1  he  manuscript  for  a 
flora  of  Vancouver  Island  is  now  almost  ready  for  the  press  but  so 
nianv  a.lditions  to  the  known  flora  have  been  ma.  e  in  the  years 
referred  to  and  so  manv  are  now  interested  in  the  Vancouver 
Island  flora  that  it  seems  advisable  to  publish  tor  thetr  >nfoma- 
tion  a  preliminarv  list  of  the  additions  that  have  been  made  to 
the  fl..ra  in  recent  vears.     Where  not  otherwise  stated,  all  the 
citations  refer  to  collections  made  by  members  of  the  Geological 
Survev  staft",  and  the  specimens  arc  in  our  herbarium.
